A BILL OF RIGHTS. 
When Sir Hector Langevin was in Cai- 
| gary he specially requested that a list of gric- 
vances suffered by the people of that region, 
| or imagined to be suffered by them, should 
be drawn up and forwarded to him, when 
| he would take them into his consideration. 
In pursuance of this request a committee 


appears in the Calgary Nor’-Wester under 
the heading of Alberta’s Bill of Rights. The 


lows: Ist, Complaining that there are too 
few stipendiary magistrates, 2nd, Request- 
ing that civil power betaken from police of- 
ficers, where magistrates are available. 3rd, 
Alleging that police officers as a rule are 
arbitrary in their decisions. 4th, Asking 
that power toissue writs of ‘‘ habeus corpus” 
be given stipendéary magistrates. 5th, Ask- 
ing thatthe half of liquor fines be not yiven 
to the informer. 6th,That the police be not 
allowed the right of search in houses without, 
warrant. 7th, For a telegraph line to Mac- 
Leod, to assist in the capture of horse 
thieves, 8th, Complaining that settlers can- 
not obtain entries in townships surrounding 
Calgary, where most of the settlement is. 
9th, Asking that a North West court of ap- 
peal be established. 10th, That a jail and 
court house be erected at Calgary. 11th, 
that the hay dues be abolished and the 
amount of free wood allowed settlers be in- 
creased. 12th, That the territories be grant- 
ed representation in parliament in the same 
manner as the territories of the United States 
are allowed representation in congress, 

The Nor’-Wester remarks upon this memo- 
rardum that moderation and common sense 
characterize it throughout. It is also charac 
terized by the special interest made in it for 
matters connected with the legal profession, 
Of the twelve items mentioned seven venti- 
late grievances,or alleged or supposed griev- 
ances, of that profession or its immediate 
clients. If one profession has so many com- 
plaints to make, how many would there be if 
all were heard from? No doubt the legal 
gentlemnen who, judging from the matter of 
the alleged bill of rights must nave been its 
authors, bave good wroynds for desiring to 
have made the alterations mentioned by 
them ; and, while they were about it, 
they might as well have included a de- 
mand tor trial by jury in all criminal cases 
if desired by the prisoner. The — set- 
tlers are credited with the very natural de- 
sire to get their claims entered in the land

local treasuries. Itis some years since the 
existence of the North-West was recognized 
by the federal government appointing « 
lieutenant-governor and making provision 
for its local government. Since that time 
many millions have been drawn from the 


| North-West by customs dues, by land sales, 


by grazing leases, by timber dues, ‘etc., and 
no return whatever has been made of any of 
the money for local expenditure. It is true 
that a yearly grant of some twenty or thirty 
thousand dollars has been made for expendi- 
ture by the licutenant-governor as au officer 
of the tederal government, but the whole of 
this has seldom if ever been expended for 
local purposes, a portion al.wost always hav- 
ing been absorbed for purely federal pur- 
poses, and in no case has it been placed un- 
der the control of the local government of the 
territories, although that has been in exis- 
tence. Even were the amount placed under 
that control it is small out of all proportion 
to the grants made to other portions of the 
confederation. So much so as to be ridicu- 
lous and to count as nothing or next to 
nothing. 

This method of procedure might have done 
veil enourh at one time, but that time is 
past. The people of the North-West, be 
they ever so willing, cannot stand it any 
longer. They must get hold of their own 
mouey and handle it themselves. With the 
advent of an agricultural population schools 
inust be supported and roads kept in repair, 
to say 
other matters in a country so extensive as 
this, which should be attended to. As lony 
as buffalo were plentiful and the chicf sup- 
port of the people, such things were not 
needed or looked for, but now they are and 
must be supplied, not only that the country 
Way go ahead, but that the population at 
present in it may remain and prosper. 

The paltry amount now allowed for aid to 
schools will be more than exhausted by those 
schools already started, and the lieutenant- 
8Overnor holds out no hope of an increased 
anount. This, too, is the case when the 
regulation requires an average attendance 
ot fliteen before aid will be given, which 
Is Universally admitted to be too high and 
bars out the poorer and weaker settlements 
trom school privileges.

when the government was expected to open 
up this part of the country with surveys and 
railroads it) should) be remembered that 
throughout the vast extent of the territories 
Situilar necessities existea. This was the 
second new country which he bad some part 
in developing. He had gone to British 
Columbia in the early days, and knew by ex- 
perience the difficulties that had to be over- 
Many of those whom he saw 
around him were also acquainted with them, 
aud le thought they would agree that the 
ditticulties to be overcome here were slight as 
compared with those undergone by the pio- 
neers Of British Columbia. The country 
along the Saskatchewan was a magnificent 
one especially that surrounding Edmonton, 
and though there might be partial failures of 
crop in portions of the territory it did not 
f llow that all should be condemned. The 
North-West wes as large as western Europe. 
When we heard that frost had destroy nd the 
crop in Denmark it did not follow that Aus- 


tria had sutfered or that France would have | 


to bey bread, so if one part of the North- 
West, or of the Saskatchewan was touched 
by frost it did not follow that all should be 
condemned. He 
Prince Albert farming operations had 
been altogether successful this season. 
dry weather in the beginning ,of the season 
@nd an early frost reduced the yield of grain 
below the average. He was glad to be able 
to say that steps were likely to be taken b) 
the government to help the settlement out of 
its difficulties. He had been spoken to at St 
Albert by a delegation of farmers there in 
reference to the tlour required for the supply 
of Indians in this district. He had said, and 
would say again, that it was the policy of 
the departinent and of the government to, in 
all cases where practicable, procure supplies 
from settlers, but the peculiar situation of the 
Indian department must be remembered 
that it was imperatively necessary that sup- 
plies should be on hand at certain places at 
certain times, and that it would not do to 
take chances on a failure of supply. Besides 
it Was necessary to take advaiutage of ceitiin 
seasons for the forwarding of supplies sut 
he assured his hearers that whenever practi 
cable the department Was most ready and 
Willing to give the settlers the advantage of 
any contracts in their power. He was grati 
fied at the allusion in the address to the 
satisfactory progress made by the 
the district in civilization, 
partment had a difficult 
managing the Indian tribes of the country, 
and it Was most gratifying to find theu 
ciforts appreciated by those who from their 
position were best informed on the subject 
He hoped to be able to visit Edmonton in 
the not distant fatare, accompanied by Mrs.
